Non-Union Laborers at the Cham- 
pion Coal Mines Are Driven 
Away. 



A Thousand Strikers and a Brass 
Baud Greet the Victorious 
Amazons. 



Ptttsduiki, Pa., Aug. 27.— The firat at- 
tempt to start any of the coal minea in 
this district was made at the Champion 
mines of Robbins & Co., near McDonald, 
Pa., on the Pan Handle railroad. Two 
carloads of foreigners gathered up from 
about Pittsburg were Bent to the Cham- 
pion minea about daylight and put to 
work loading alack into cara. The rnin- 
erB heard of the arrival of the new men, 
and 500 women marched on the 
mine. The new men were at- 
tacked with stones and cluba and 
driven from the carB. The women fol- 
lowed them up and the foreigners, with- 
out resisting, fled to Noblostone. The 
women then returned to McDonald and 
dumped the alack that had been loaded 
from tho cars. They were met by l.COO 
strikers, and headed by a band marched 
a short distance from" the mine, where 
they are now encamped, watching for 
the return of the non-union miners. The 
company say they are determined to 
load the alack, and a conflict ia expected 
if the new men me brought back to the 
mine. 

The minerB' leadera are more encour- 
aged than ever over the prospects of an 
early settlement of the Btrike in favor of 
the diggera. Efforta are now being 
directed to the minea along the Pennsyl- 
vania railway and the central field of the 
Pennsylvania district. President DoUm 
addreaaed a meeting at Clay Ridae, 
Westmoreland county, last night, and 
the result was that the men decided to 
quit work. This means the closing of 
two of the mines of the 'Westmoreland 
Gas Coal Company, the largest company 
on the Pennsylvania railroad. 

Hazei.to.n-, Pa., Aug. 27.— Four hun- 
dred strikers on their way from Beaver 
Meadow to Milneaville, marched through 
this city Bhortly before noon. It waa 
learned that the Hungariana and Italians 
want to be recognized on the same basis 
as the English-speaking miners. In an- 
ticipation of the Btrikers reaching Milnea- 
ville, the entire coal and iron police 
force were sent from this city, this morn- 
ing and will meet the strikers at the 
works. Tho men are not yet organized, 
but expect to get in shape to-night and 
present their claima in a formal manner. 

SENT TO CANADA. 

How n Mean New Hampshire Town Gets 
Kid of Its. Poor. 

Lancaster, N. H., Aug. 27. — A sensa- 
tion waB caused in this vicinity to-day 
when it waB learned that two haplesB 
inmatea of the county poor house at 
Stewartstown, who, it waa alleged, had 
been shipped to Canada to be left there 
without means or further assistance, had 
been returned to that institution by the 
Canadian authorites. It is claimed that 
this disclosure reveals a practice that has 
continued for n long time, and that tunny 
inmates of the place who havedisapeared 
mysteriously during recent years have 
thus been sent away and all trace of them 
lost. 

LADUC IN LUCK. 

King of Klondyke, Founder of Dawson City 
and Manager of a Big Company. 

New Yoiik, Aug. 27.— The Joseph La- 
due Gold Mining and Development Com- 
pany of Yukon has been organized un- 
der the lawB of tho state of New Jersey, 
with n capital stock of *5,0000,000. La- 
due ie the founder of Dawson City. The 
directory of tho company contains such 
well known names as Eli A. Gage, eon 
of the secretary of the treasury, Chaun- 
cey M. Depew and Ex-Postmaster Gen- 
eral ThomaB J. James. Laduc will bo 
manager, and the sum of $1,000,000, it ia 
said, will be spent in developing large 
holdings.

CANADIAN TRADE. 

Dun's Report Notes An Improvement and a 
Growing Feeling of Hopefulness. 

Toronto, Aug. 26.— R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly statement of trade in Canada 
Baye: " While there ia yet no special in- 
crease of activity in the general trade 
movement at Montreal there ia some im- 
provement of demand noted in certain 
leading lines, and it ie patent that a feel- 
ing of hopefulness in the future is 
already growing. The wholesale ware- 
houses have been visited by a fair num- 
ber of buyers in the past week or so, 
aorae of them from quite distant pointB, 
and though large purchasea have been 
the exception, still a fair aggregate of 
buaincas is reported. The cheap general 
excursion rates going into effect from the 
27th to the 30th inBtant, good to return 
up to the 20th proximo, and the fall mil 
linery openings fixed for about the 7th 
September, are expected to attract buy 
ers to the city in laree numbers, and it 
expected that business will receive 
Borne fresh impulse during the next few 
weekB. The tendency to advance in sev- 
eral leading linea is also accepted aB a 
favorable feature. Collections aa a whole 
are reported moderately good and there 
is an absence of noteworthy failures 
The cold, wet weather of the last two or 
three weeks has been rather a misfortune 
for the country as grain that has been 
cut has suffered to some extent, and in 
Borne sections there are reported to be 
showing signs of rust. Dairying con 
tinues, however, proaperoua, both cheese 
and butter showing an appreciable ad 
vance in values, and experts of the 
former continue in fair demand. Fail- 
ures for the week were 3-1 against 33 for 
the same week of last year. 

WADE'S APPOINTMENT. 

A Fellow Grit Pitches Into Him "While a 
Conservative Comes to the 
Defence. 

Winnipeg, Aug, 27.— (Special)— W. J. 
Tupper, a leading Conservative and son 
of Sir Charles, writes to the press here 
strongly endorsing the appointment of 
Mr. F. O. Wade, Liberal, as registrar to 
the Yukon, and defending Mr. Wade 
agaiuBt attacks published by Editor 
Richardson of the Tribune, Liberal 
member for Lisgar. In a reply to-night 
Richardson editorially charges Wade 
with having worked against him in the 
general election and supporting Rogers, 
the Conservative candidate. Wade's ap- 
pointment, despite the Tribune's attack, 
s a very popular one with both partiea. 

BEILRING SEA COMMISSION. 

The Argument on the Claims Opened in 
Halifax by Hon. F. Peters. 

Hai.if.vx, Aug. 27.— (Special)— The 
Behring eea commission resumed at 11 
o'clock this morning, and Hon. F. Peters, 
chief counsel on the British aide, opened 
his argument in the presence of a large 
number of distinguished people, includ- 
ing Lieut.

The Bolan river 
rises in this pass about -1,-194 feet above 
ttie level uf the sea.

It will not be "the fault of the Natural 
History Society of British Columbia if 
the plan proposed for the importation of 
a large number of feathered songsters in- 
to the province is not carried out to a 
successful issne. The committee of man- 
agement, which consists of J. R. Ander- 
son, deputy minister of agriculture, 
John Fannin, curator of the provincial 
museum, and Dr. Crompton, are vigor- 
ously proceeding with a canvaBe of the 
city, and have hopes that at least a 
thousand dollars will be raised for the 
purpose of importing a sufficient num- 
ber of birds to assure success for the 
enterprise. Subscriptions should be 
banded in to Dr. Crompton, honorary 
secretary. 

Some idea of the proportions which 
the scheme will assume, provided ade- 
quate support be eiven by the general 
public, may be gained from the follow- 
figures which have been obtained from 
the committee. It is intended that at 
lea«t two thousand birds will be obtained 
in England, includingstarlings, thrushes, 
larka, green and rose linnets, chaffinches, 
coldfinches, robinH and blackbirds. 
For the purpose of secur- 
ing on the beBt possible terms 
this laTge consignment of birds, a gentle- 
man who is well versed in this branch of 
natural history will be sent to England 
and such as can be bought advantage- 
ausly will be purchased, otherB being 
captured much after the manner 
which is dear to the heart of 
the average schoolboy. It is 
eatimated that the cost of the birds in 
England will average from sixpence to 
one shilling each, and it will be neces- 
sary to have constructed about a hun- 
dred cages for the transportation of the 
little strangers to their new home, each 
cage being about four feet long, two feet 
deep and a foot high. 

Some time ago when a similar under- 
taking was successfully carried out in 
New Zealand the steamship company 
eranted free transportation for the birds, 
and it is hoped that similar concessions 
will be made on the boa tB on the Atlantic 
and also on the CP, R. Such anumber of 
birds would require very careful looking 
after en route and it would be necessary 
to have the car containing them attach- 
ed to a passenger train to ensure as quick 
an overland journey as possible. 

Another portion of the plan, and that 
not the least admirable, is to include in 
the importation a quantity of game 
birds; partridges, blackcock, etc. It is 
intended to make a special effort to 
secure a goodly number of the Capri- 
calli, a bird for which the con- 
ditions existing in British Columbia 
are eminently adapted, Resembling in 
habits our own blue irrnust) the capri- 
calli is a much larger bird, attaining in 
many instances an extreme length from 
beak to tail of three and a half feet and 
a weight of about sixteen pounds with a 
plumage of the most gorgeous descrip- 
tion . i 

The Marquis of Breadalbane when in 
Victoria was much impressed with the 
suitability of this locality for the capri- 
calli, and promised to donate some of 
the birds from his Scotch estate if any- 
one would undertake the transportation 
of them out here. The committee have 
already entered into communication 
with His Lordship on the subject with a 
view of availing themselves of his gener- 
osity in this regard. 

Correspondence is also being carried 
on with several gentlemen who are in- 
terested in the subject on the Mainland, 
as the undertaking, if to be made suc- 
cessful, should be a provincial one. All 
that iB needed is a liberal response from 
the general public to the appeal now be- 
ing made to them for funds. 

One point to which is especially note- 
worthy iB the care that will bo taken in 
the selection of the Bong birds to see that 
no destructive species are introduced, 
but only those known to be of service to 
the agriculturist and gardener and 
which are famous for their song.

Departments of Customs mul Indian 
Affairs to Be Asked for 
Protection. 



While spending some months in the 
Queen Charlotte group this summer 
gathering material to augment the ex- 
hibited the Hydah Indians in the Field- 
Columbian Museum at Chicago, Mr. 
James Deans learned of the acta of rob- 
bery and piracy practiced on the north- 
ern Indians as well as white settlers by 
American buccaneerB who, using the 
harbors o£ Prince of Wales Island on the 
American side of the international boun- 
dary, make periodical raids on the terri- 
tories and fishing groundB of British sub- 
jects. 

"This last summer," said Mr. Deans 
yeBterdav, "a party of Americans 
visited Massett village while the nativeB 
were away at the fishing stations and 
made a complete clean-up of the crop of 
potatoes which the Indians hud growing 
in their little patches, and, securing 
about three tons of the spoils, carried 
them to Juneau and other American 
ports and sold them. 

" In addition to this flacrant case of 
robberv there iB a regular fleet of foreign 
boats visits the halibut fishing grounds 
within British territory and annually 
takes an enormous amount of this fish, 
which is sold in the cities of the Sound. 
Last year another party of these pirates 
took possession of a vacant house in 
Massett village and boldly opened a 
store, where a very large quantity of 
American goodB, smuggled in, were sold 
to the natives. 

" ThiB was continued tor several 
months, when, on a rumor being circu- 
lated that the Canadian authorities were 
on their trail, the shop was closed and 
the smugglers took to their boats, carry- 
ing the balance of their goode along with 
them to the American Bide. 

•' Nor have these predatory bands 
stopped at these outrageous acts, but 
they have actually, in some instances, 
killed cattle belonging to white settlors 
as well as those of the natives, and this 
plunder has found a market in Juneau 
and Sitka. Mr. Harrison, a well known 
resident of Massett, had several of his 
animals killed last year and made a 
formal complaint to the authorities, but 
not the slightest attention has, aa far aB 
he knows, been paid to the matter. The 
apathy of the Dominion government in 
thiB matter iB certainly passing Btrange. 

"These parties of marauders are in 
all caaeB well armed and those residing 
in that part of the Dominion are en- 
tirely at the mercy of the robbers. Not 
only ia the customB department defraud- 
ed of thousands of dollars every year 
but the Indians, the wardu of the Do 
minion government, are left entirely 
without protection. The cost of main 
tainingan armed patrol in those waters 
would not be very great, and the cost 
could be divided between the Customs, 
the Indian and the PoBt Office depart- 
ments, as with respect to the latter the 
settlers at Massett have to depend upon 
the good nature of the Indians and any 
chance visitors for communicating with 
civilization, their nearest post office 
being at Port Simpson, 100 mileB away. 
And if protection is sent it muat be in 
the nature of a properly armed party, aB 
I can tell you things are carried on with 
a high hand up there. On all sides 
bitter complaints are made and I was re- 
quested to do what I could on my re- 
turn to have thia outrageous state of 
affairs ventilated in the public press. 
So far bloodshed has been avoided, but 
this anarchy cannot long continue with- 
out its leading to murder." 

Here, evidently, is a mutter which 
should commend itself to the good ofilces 
of every board of trade and business 
community in the province, and a united 
effort should be made (p have proper pro- 
tection extended to the residents in the 
northern archipelago.

AN ACCIDENT OF POLITICS. 

The Columbian does not liko being 
told that its present attitude in provin 
cial affiirs ia due to the accidents of pol 
itics, but in repudiating the charge has 
managed to prove it. But that by the 
way only. " Accidents of politics" is a 
phrase by which one man may mean one 
thing and another something else, so 
there is no use in quibbling over it. The 
Columbian tells us that up to 1890 it 
HupporteJ the government, receiving in 
consideration a certain amountof "pap" ; 
that it quarrelled with the Ministers over 
the redistribution plan of 1890 and has 
aince been in opposition. The inference 
from this is that if it could have had its 
way in regard to the redistribution plan 
it would have continued to draw down 
government " pap," and instead of at- 
tacking everything that the government 
does or proposes would have contiuued 
to be " a moderate supporter," to use its 
own words, of the Hon. Mr. Turner. We 
will not just now stop to inquire whether 
this is the whole story, for every ono 
who knows anything about practical 
politics knows that there is generally a 
personal side to every political incident. 
We will accept this explanation as the 
correct one for the Columbian's present 
attitude. Since 1S90 nothing that the 
present administration or its predecea- 
eors could do has seemed right in the 
Columbian's eyes. Its persistent oppo- 
sition to every piece of legislation, every 
•definition of policy, every act of admin- 
istration on the part of the government 
relates back, by its own admission, to the 
redistribution act of 1890. The inevit- 
able inference ie, as we have said, that if 
the redistribution act of 1890 had been, 
framed to its liking it would have ap- 
proved of all the things which it now 
condemns. But having gone into oppo- 
sition in 1890 it considers tho merits of 
every political question a secondary mat- 
ter, and takes aB a matter of course a 
position hostile to the government. This 
is an " accident of politics " if ever there 
was one. 

Oub contemporary having proved that 
its position is an accidental one, pro- 
ceeds to elaborate a little on the acci- 
dent, and, after stating some arithmeti- 
cal objections to the redistribution plan 
of 1890, proceeds to say : 

Wo also maintain, and are prepared 
to prove, that the government haB de- 
liberately and systematically corrupted 
and perverted this foundation and foun- 
tain of popular government, and has 
thereby inflicted a grevious and outrag- 
eous wrong and injustice upon the coun- 
try, from which it has not ceased to suf- 
fer from 1890 to the present time. 

This proposition, which iB certainly 
stated in very vigorous language, the 
Colonist is asked to disprove. Even the 
Columbian will admit that no proposi- 
tion could be asserted in more general 
terms. The assertion that the distribu- 
tion plan of 1S90 was unjust is 
ono with which the majority of 
the people's representatives and the 
majority of tho people did not agree. It 
ia an odd thing surely to talk in 1897 of 
defeating tho Hon. Mr. Turner and his 
colleagues in 189S for something that the 
Hon. Mr. liobson and his colleagues did 
in 1890, and of which the voters of Brit- 
ish Columbia have expressed their ap- 
proval. If ever there was a dead issue 
jn the world it is the redistribution 
plan of 1890. Not a person in British 
Columbia could be found to contend now 
for what the Columbian wanted then. 
AVe may be excused, therefore, if wo de- 
cline to take up time and space discus- 
Bing it. 

The second part of tho proposition, 
namely that the country has not ceased 
to Buffer from the injustice alleged to 
have been done in 1890, is a legitimate 
hubjeut for discussion, for if instances 



of this can be shown to have occurred, 
since the Hon. Mr. Turner took office as 
Premier, it was his bounden duty either 
to have Been that the opportunity for 
such things was removed, or elBe make 
out a strong case why, in the public in- 
terest, it was not advisable to disturb 
the present distribution of representa- 
tion. The Columbian can hardly ask for 
a fuller admission of responsibility than 
this. We assert that the Columbian 
cannot show by the records of legislation 
or administration that the slightest in- 
justice has been done to any part of Bri- 
tish Columbia by reaaon of the distribu- 
tion of representation, but that on the 
contrary all parts of tho province, both 
in reBpect to the enactment of the laws, 
the expenditure of public money and the 
general conduct of the public service has 
been as fair and equitablo as it could 
reasonably be. We asBert that the Col 
umbian cannot show a single instance 
where any portion of the province has 
Buffered wrong because some other ays 
tern of representation than that 
in force has not prevailed. We 
assert that no proof exists of the 
truth of the Columbian's assertion, ex 
cept such theoretical proof as may b9 de- 
duced from the plan of representation 
itself, and that such theoretical proof is 
wholly and absolutely valueless in the 
face of the fact that for seven yeara no 
actual wrong has been suffered by any 
part of the province. We assert further 
that in view of the changing conditions 
of this province, which are now in pro 
gress even more rapidly than heretofore, 
and will be even more rapid in the im- 
mediate future, it would have be6n folly 
for Mr. Turner to have proposed a plan 
of redistribution. Nothing would jiiBtify 
the redistribution of seats in the legisla 
ture, under the conditions which have 
existed in British Columbia, except the 
open and notorious fact that injustice 
was being done to certain localities by 
reason of the existing system. 

We have in the last paragraph pre 
sented a view of tho case, which wo 
think will commend itself to the friends 
of the government and to all impartial 
observers. We simply decline to thresh 
over the straw of 1890. All the grain 
was pounded out of it seven years ago, 
and it would bo senseless to fill the 
atmosphere to-day with political chaff. 
No living being proposes to put in force 
the plan of representation for which tho 
Columbian says it sacrificed pap seven 
yeara ago. On the general proposition 
of a future redistribution of seats we 
shall have something to eay later. Just 
now we are only concerned to show that 
the " accident of politics," which led 
the Columbian to give up itB pap, is no 
longer a question in which the voters of 
British Columbia can be expected to 
take any interest, for upon it not a single 
vote will turn in 189S. 



THE NEW YORK 

'•SUN" AND VICTORIA. 

The New York Sun has the most re 
markable conception of everything re- 
lating to Canada. Its latest exhibition 
of them is in an article dealing with 
what it calls " the alleged merchants of 
Victoria, B.C.", who it alleges are "silly 
persons." The Billiness of the said 
alleged merchants consists in their 
wanting duties collected on American 
goods going into the Yukon. Why do 
they not take their goodB to the Yukon 
and sell them there? asks the New York 
luminary with an air of wisdom that is 
positively delicious. It would be a 
waste of words to expend them on a 
newspaper, which talka some absolute 
tommy rot, but it may perhaps be well 
to tell the Sun that goods are taken 
from Victoria to tho Yukon to be sold 
there, and that thousands upon thous- 
ands dollars worth more of goods will be 
taken there for tho same purpose. 

The absolute folly of the New York 
paper's tirade is of course apparent to 
everyone who knows the facts of the case ; 
but as the Sun evidently does not, and 
as there may be other people in 
the East in the same state of Btupid 
ignorance, it is perhaps necessary to say 
once more that tohe Yukon gold mines 
are in Canada, and that Canada is not 
in tho business of permitting United 
States merchants to send their goods in- 
to Canada without paying duty. Tho 
Sun says that if Victoria was wise it 
would let the miners take in what goods 
they like and catch their trade when 
they came out. Is the Sun had a rudi- 
mentary knowledge of the case it would 
know that where miners outfit they gen- 
erally expend their money when they 
come out. If it know enough about 
what it ia talking about to make its 
opinion worth anything at all, it would 
know that the dutiea are exacted on 
gooda taken into the Yukon upon the 
same principle that dutiea are exacted on 
goods taken into New York. 

The stupidity of tho New York paper 
and its total ignorance of the facta is 
Bhown by itB attributing to the people of 
Victoria a desire to get the Dominion 
government to impose a minerb' tax of. 
$2.50 a day upon aliens. Who can have 
been stuffing this alleged newspaper? 
Was there ever since newspapers were 
first printed such an exhibition of abso- 
lutely infantile silliness. No human be- 
ing ever proposed an alien miners' tax 
of $2.50 a day. At least if anyone ever 
did, ho is as big a fool as the Sun writer, 
and further than that it is not neces- 
sary to go. 

Regular mails all winter to the Klon- 
dyke will bo an excellent thing. A tele- 
graph line will be next in order. 



THE GRAND FORKS MEETING. 

Avery interesting meeting was held 
at Grand Forks last week to discuss pub- 
lic affairs with the Hon. G. B. Martin. 
Judging from the report in the Grand 
Miner, we Bhould say that the meeting 
was a very representative one and the 
impression produced by the Minister ap- 
pears to have been excellent. There was 
a very strong expression of opinion in 
regard to the necessity of the railway 
from Penticton to Boundary Creek, and 
wo are informed that the action of Mr. 
Graham, M.P.r., in qualifying the terma 
of the cash subsidy so aa to make the 
forfeiture of the land grant the result of 
its acceptance by the Columbia A West- 
ern waa very strongly condemned. Mr. 
Martin Bpoke very strongly of the neces- 
sity for railway construction into tho 
Boundary Creek country. He discussed 
the expenditure for education, roads and 
bridges, and appears to have fully satis- 
fied his audience on these points. 

One matter that waa brought under 
his attention was the question of voters' 
lists. Mr. Charles Hay spoke on this 
subject as follows: 

The laws required that a voter had to 
reside in a riding one year before he 
could have his name placed upon the 
voters list, no matter how long he had 
been a resident of the province. Owing 
to tbia there were from 500 to 1,001) 
voters in this district who had been in 
the province oyer a year, but were un» 
able to get their names on the list owing 
to the fact that they had not been in this 
particular district the required length of 
time. Again, he could not see tho neces- 
sity of having tho list closed one year 
beforo tho time of holding a general 
election. According to a circular sent 
out by the collector of votes of this dis- 
trict, all voters had to have their name 
posted at least 00 dayB prior to the 15th 
of August beforo they could have them 
placed on the list for the next . general 
election. There \v«B any number of 
voters who had come here in May and 
June of last year, who were debarred 
from voting on account of not being here 
long enough. 

Mr. Martin said that he would have 
this question looked into.' It is a matter 
of very considerable importance, and 
will undoubtedly receive every possible 
consideration at the hands oi the gov- 
ernment. There may be doubt as to 
whether anything can be done without 
legislation, but on this point we are not 
able to speak definitely. 

The Times ia informed that the Pro- 
vincial government took ateps towards 
Bonding information about the Yukon to 
London to the Agent-General before the 
Dominion government moved in the 
matter, and that the Agent-General waa 
in possession of such information aa was 
beat calculated to promote the interests 
oi this Province in the premises quite aa 
aoon as the Agent-General of Canada re- 
ceived Ogilvie's pamphlet. The truth of 
the matter is that the Times really does 
not know what it is talking about. 

The Times ie in great glee because the 
Columbian has challenged the Coi.oxibt 
to a discussion of the record of the pro- 
vincial government. Our evening con- 
temporary cannot understand tho Eng- 
lish language. The Columbian hue chal- 
lenged the Colonist to a discussion of 
its, the Columbian's, views of how the 
representation of the Province Bhould 
have been distributed seven years ago. 

There is room for doubt if an actual 
treaty of alliance has been formed be- 
tween Franco and Russia. Probably 
there ia an understanding as to co-opera- 
tion on certain limited lines ; but it has 
never been the policy of Russia to 
hamper itself by a hard and fast treaty 
with any power. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier is home again. 
His visit to the Mother Country was in 
eomo respects the most remarkable ever 
paid by a colonial statesman. Ilia po- 
litical opponents need not begrudge him 
the compliment of eaying that he dis- 
charged his mission gracefully and pa- 
triotically. 

The condition of the striking miners 
in Pennsylvania ia becoming almost un- 
bearable. How long these hitter struggles 
between labor and capital can be pro- 
longed without imperilling tho welfare 
of tho nation ia a question more easily 
asked than answered.

The following interesting letter was 
sent recently to the editor of Harper's 
Weekly, who-Milthough it was in reply 
to an article publiahed in that journal, 
declined to give the answer equal pub- 
licity: 

The Editor, Harper's Weekly. 

Sib, — A reader of your very excellent 
Weekly, especially if a citizen of the 
United States, would, from the view you 
take in your last two issues on the seal- 
ing question, take it for granted that the 
United States government is deserving 
of much sympathy and the attitude of 
the British government to be as atronglv 
condemned foradmitting the protest of 
Canada against being deprived of her 
rights to engage in the seal fisheries on 
the high seas and in not being acquies- 
cent to the wishes of your government 
in allowing the lessees of the islands the 
sole monopoly of the industry. 

As haa been the case right through 
this controversy, the leasees of the islands 
and the United States government hare 
thoroughly presented their side of the 
question, and many of your papers, with- 
out being thoroughly informed, have 
alBO taken up the question on their be- 
half, and a few with considerable bitter- 
ness. It ia to be regretted that a well- 
informed and reliable paper such as 
Harper's Weekly should give your peo- 
ple the impression that your government 
haa much to complain of, by allowing a 
mass of misinformation, and without a 
fair hearing from both sides, bias your 
valuable opinions; for an assertion goes 
as a fact with the many acquainted svith 
the question only by what they read in 
the papers; and while anyone, through 
being misinformed, or wilfully, may make 
an assertion, it takes a person thorough- 
ly versed in the matter to disprove that 
assertion, 

In the first place, I beg to point out 
that owing to the anxiety of ofiicialdom 
in Great Britain to please the United 
States government, you may depend on 
it thai in any argument or difference 
arising between the United States and 
Canada involving international law, un- 
less Canada is most decidedly and be- 
yond a doubt in the right, the govern- 
ment of Great Britain will give the 
United States government the benefit of 
the doubt — as we have experienced to 
our cost during the early stages of the 
sealing controversy, when, owing to her 
not firmly insisting that British vessels 
be not interfered with whilst sealing on 
the high seas, she gave your people an 
impression that your government had 
good ground in their contention that 
Behring Bea was United States waters, 
that they had a property right in the 
seals on the high seas or wherever found 
— and that under those claims they had 
consequently a right to search, seize and 
confiscate our vessels, and imprison our 
crews if caught with seal Bkins on board 
—even if they were sixty miles or more 
from land, 

Great complaint and much indigna- 
tion has been expressed at the want of 
good faith manifested by the Imperial 
government in permitting our sealers to 
carry fire arms in Behring sea without 
being put under seal. Allow me to in- 
form you that last season only one 
British sealer carried fire arms into the 
eea, and she wrb seized by a United 
States cutter, sent to Victoria and dis- 
charged for want of evidence of having 
use her guns. The vessel had been scal- 
ing oil' the Japan coast and on her way 
to the sea, stopped at the Island of Atu, 
the western most of the Aleutian group, 
and requested the United Statea officer 
stationed there to seal her arms, which 
he declined to do, saying tie had no 
authority and that she would not bo in- 
terfered with. All the other vessels 
sealing oil' tb-'j Japan coaBt before sailing 
for the eastern sea landed their guna and 
had them set to Victoria by steamer. 
This season not one of the twenty 
Victoria vcsselB going into the sea ia 
taking guns, The seizure of two of our 
vessels— one for having a aawed-ofl' gun, 
a barrel a foot long, on board, and the 
other for having a fowliug-pieco on 
board, without any evidence of having 
uaed them — was the reason of the Brit- 
ish government refusing to consent to 
the act being so interpreted as to admit 
of seizure Biinply because they had fire- 
arms on boani. 

As regards bad faith for not sending 
up 1 a larger patrol of men-of-war, that 
fact has been to our disadvantage, sub- 
jecting our vessels to repeated search 
and the tumbling about of their salted 
skins by foreign vessels on the high 
seas, being sent to Ouualaska on the 
slightest pretext— from whence they 
were sent to Victoria without any 
inquiry by the British officers. 

Now, although last season saw four of 
our vesseh seized in the Sea by United 
States cutters— one for carrying guns, 
but case dismissed for want of evidence; 
the other three for being inside the 
limits, condemned and confiscated — 
there was not the slightest evidence to 
show that any of theau three vessela had 
intentionnily violated the act — in fact 
Captain llcoper, the senior officer of the 
United Statea patrol, said himself that 
it was impossible for any vessel to be 
able, owing to fog and currents, to tell 
at all timea her position— that even the 
offloera of the oattere, llt'^d with every 
appliance for wj: !....„ jut tueir rcckou-

ings and the advantage of steam power, 
could not at ail times tell their position ; 
and I am satisfied that our judge — who 
could have inflicted a lighter penalty — 
imposed the heaviest penalty' possible 
to prevent a feeling on the part of the 
United StateB government that a deci- 
sion under the Paris award could not be 
obtained ngaiust the pelagic sealer — but 
the sevore enforcement of the law to 
pacify the United States government is, 
I submit, very unfair to us. 

I submit that when the United States 
government submitted its case to arbi- 
tration it had not a leg to stand on ; but 
the fact of the matter is that, notwith- 
standing the restrictions imposed — such 
as closing our sealing off our own coast, 
a sixty-mile zone around the islands (the 
zone around the Russian islands is thirty 
allowing us to use our firearmB) prohib- 
iting our using firearms in the sea— very 
much more than your government ever 
expected to obtain— having failed to kill 
the pelagic sealer has disappointed the 
lessees of the islands, and although the 
result of the present restrictions is bo 
severe, and has handicapped the indus- 
try to such an extent that only thirty out 
of a fleet of Bixty vesaela have been able 
to fit ouL thiB season, they are not and 
will not be content without further re- 
strictions, which would effectually wipe 
out the Canadian "poacher"? — who 
clears at the Canadian customs to engage 
on the high seas in a deep Bea fishery in 
the hunt of a free swimming animal in 
which you have no property right any 
more than — if as much as — an owner of 
a brood of pheasants when they fly off 
his preserve onto wild or other private 
land. 

I contend that our peoplo have endea- 
vored—as can be proved by the officers 
of your cutters— to faithfully abide by 
the restrictions enacted by the Paris tri- 
bunal ; they have never in any one single 
instance raided your islands; and they 
have never endeavored to resist the gov- 
ernment authority of either nation. 

This season there will be an armed 
cutter and man-of-war in the sea for 
every three schooners — which we trust 
may be considered a sufficient force to 
check an unoffending people, whose on- 
ly crime is that they have the pluck to 
stand out for their rights on the high 
seas — the denial of which ia unprecedent- 
ed in history. 

The fault of the Imperial government 
has been that until Canada protested, 
they, willing to please the U. S, govern- 
ment, were willing to meet and agree to 
every propoBition your government saw- 
fit to advance to prevent our engaging in 
the industry. 

I submit that the very great patience 
ahown by the British government iu the 
seizures of British vessels on the high 
seas by order of the late Mr. Blaine 
might be considered humiliating, for 
from no other power would she have sub- 
mitted to the same high-banded and un- 
friendly aggreasion. Our vessels were 
subjected both in and out of the sea to 
search prior to the modus Vivendi, and 
after that agreement was entered into. 
Where the British officers were content 
to write on our official logs, your officers 
insisted on defacing our registers — en- 
tirely uncalled for; in fact, the Ocean 
Belle, sixty miles out at sea, was hoard- 
ed the U. S, cutter Rush, and because 
her master refused to produce his regis- 
ter, search was made for it high and low- 
in order to write on and deface it, and 
when the master of the schooner asked 
the captain of the cutter if he did not 
think it was going further than neces- 
sary, the reply was : "1 have a mind to 
seize and takeyou to Sitka." How would 
your government stand Bimilar treat- 
ment of vessels flying your (lag from an- 
other power? The war of 1812 was for 
less. 

On flie Atlantic coast your fishermen 
have almost destroyed the mackerel fish- 
eriea — at ono time one of the moBt lucra- 
tive deep sea fisheries the world ever 
had — and a great portion of that was in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, entirely sur- 
rounded by British territory, the widest 
part across from Cape North being 
only twenty miles. Your govern- 
ment, although requested by the Ca- 
nadian government to join with 
them in enacting restrictions 
to preservo that valuable industry, re- 
fused to do bo, Your fishermen insist 
on their rights to the three mile limits, 
and inBide headlands six miles apart, 
whilst we aro to bo driven off the high

feas to give your people a monopoly. 
Is your government ia acting in good 
faith in the preservation of the seals, 
why did they refuse to permit of restric- 
tions as to the limit of killing on the 
ialands? Why no restrictions in the 
whale fiaherieB, in which we do not par- 
ticipate? Why no restrictions in the sea 
otter hunting until Canadian fiahermen 
began to show an intention of taking a 
hand in that industry? Ib the Pacific 
ocean to be a preserve for the seals for 
your sole benefit, that eat our salmon off 
ourcoaBtby the millions? If this be 
American Bense of justice and fairness, 
then we trust we may not have ever to 
Btand trial for our lives in your country, 
for we would most certainly be hanged 
at the yardarm. Had we not Great Bri- 
tain behind us, would the United States 
ever have consented to submit thisques- 
tion to arbitration? By the action of 
your government in 'St>, 'S7 and 'S9, I 
fear not. Great Britain in her efforts to 
be friendly has in the concessions made 
to your government sacrificed our rightB. 
Vour naval officers are ashamed of the 
work they have to do — actB that even a 
Xew York policeman would blush to be 
accused of doing. 

Referring to the latter portion of your 
editorial in your issue of the 24th inst., 
contending that Great Britain's refusal 
in its demands, regardless of the rightB 
of Canada, will work a great injury to 
the cause of international arbitration. 
Your senate refused to entertain any 
such proposition, nnd Sir Julian Paunce- 
foto's efforts are derided and spoken of 
aa a game of solitaire that amuaea the 
old gentleman. 

The very goodwill and friendly spirit 
manifested" by your Senate in discueaing 
tho proposition for a speedy settlement 
of the (yet unpaid) claims of our sealerB 
by a lump sum payment of $-125,000, 
proposed by your late secretary of state, 
Mr. Gresham, in lieu of a commission, 
and accepted in good faith by the claim- 
ants—to whom it was submitted by the 
British government without comment, 
hut not "snapped at" by that govern- 
ment, as kindly asserted by Senator 
Ludce (who is always equal to the occa- 
sion when anything British is on the 
programme), makes your expression of 
anxiety that tho British government 
may by its present attitude injure tho 
cause of arbitration appear almost 
ludicrous.

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The C.A.C.C. Obtains Official Recog- 
nition From the 
C.W.A. 



Otto Ziegler ami His Speedy Com- 
panions Race Here Next 
Saturday. 



To-day the Bays' Sixth Annual 
Regatta— Dalby Is 
Satisfied. 



The California Associated Cycling 
Clubs, or the Pacific Coast League, as 
the new organization is now more gen- 
erally termed in the Northwest, has 
■won its greatest and most significant 
victory since breaking away from the 
L.'A. \V. on the question of local opticn 
— it has obtained formal recognition at 
ttie hands of the 0. W. A. 

This waa promised by the Canadian 
league some time ago, so soon as the C. 
A. C. 0. demonstrated that it command- 
ed the support of all California— if its 
ambition was limited by the boundaries 
of that state— or of the entire state if it 
aspired tu a higher destiny. President 
A. P. Swain's organisation has chosen 
the latter course, and Oregon and Wash- 
ington having at last fallen into line, 
the Canadian association redeems its 
promise. 

As the C. W. A. and the L. A. W. are 
kindred organizations, suspensions and 
hlack-listB of the one being everywhere 
recognized and enforced by the other, 
this is the heaviest blow that could fall 
upon the American league. It means 
that to all associate bodies the C.A.C.C. 
ii no longer a rebel organization — it has 
obtained the dignity of a successful rev- 
olution. 

That the new league will at once 
amend its title from California to some- 
thing more comprehensive is anticipated 
by all the northern divisions under its 
jurisdiction. The change from "Cali- 
fornia " or " Coast " was in fact promis- 
ed by President Swain during bis recent 
visit North. 

It was the Victoria Wheelmen's Club, 
through C. Ii. Gibbons, its representa- 
tiveon th'i C.W.A. racing board, thatse- 
cured recognition for the new league. 
Otto Ziegier and other world famous 
riders have been racing in the Puget 
Sound cities under C.A.C.C. auspices, 
and Victoria also determined to give a 
meet, with the Californians as the star 
attraction. Under existing conditions 
this meant that all who com- 
peted would be placed under the ban. 
and the track would also go on the asso- 
ciation's black 1 iat. So it was deter- 
mined that the conditions must be 
changed. 

T. A. Beament, chairman of the 
Dominion racing board, was telegraphed 
to; the information that the Puget 
Sound cities had eomersaulted was given, 
and he was asked to officially recognize 
the new league without delay. 

Mr. J. VV. Prescott, as president of 
the Vancouver Bicycle Club, supported 
the demand made by Victoria — also by 
wire — and immediate action was urged 
as imperative to the interests of bicycle 
racing in British Columbia. 

The result was that an emergency 
meeting of the national executive was 
convened by telegraph, and yesterday 
the intimation came to hand that if 
British Columbia would remain loyal to 
the C. VV. A. that association would 
at once "recognize" the coast league. 
The desired assurance has been given, 
and thus the matter is most satisfactorily 
disposed of. 

The riders of the C.A.C.C. will make 
their first appearance on Canadian cind- 
ers one week from to-day, riding in the 
fall meet of the Victoria Wheelmen Club 
at the Oak Bay track, with the assist- 
ance of the best pacing machines on the 
coast, and all other essentials to fast 
time aa well as keen racing.

EXAMINING ALBERNI. 

Representative of English Capitalists Highly 
Pleased With the District. 

. William Clarke, who hag just arrived 
in British Columbia from London, and 
who recently completed an examination 
of the mines of West Australia and the 
Transvaal in the interests of prominent 
English capitalists, being iu this pro- 
vince for the same reason, accompanied 
by Thos. Dunn and H. F. Reefer, of 
Vancouver, and II. A. Simpson, of this 
city, returned yesterday from visiting 
Alberni. While in Alberni the party 
made a full examination of the Alberni 
Consolidated and Mountain Pose claims, 
and Mr. Clarke, though speaking very 
conservatively, appeared greatly pleased 
with what he saw. He stated that the 
ledges were as well defined as any he 
h".d ever seen, and the quartz greatly 
resembled that mined throughout West 
Australia. Mr. Clarke took alarge num- 
ber of Bamples and carefully examined 
the mine. 

The Alberni Consolidated is reported 
by others to he looking exceedingly 
well. At the end of the cut on the 
Simpsou ledge, consisting of a tunnel in 
100 teet and a drift on the ledge 75 feet 
. which shows a well defined ledge 
about 30 inches thick, which shows a 
good sprinkling of free gold. The new 
tunnel on the Darr ledge, Borne ,'100 feet 
Bouth of the Simpson ledge, is; in 36 feet 
on the ledge and a good body of 
ore is shown here also, and the 
new shaft on the old Alberni 
lead, which is being sunk about 100 feet 
up the hill from the tunnel on the Darr 
ledge, is down about 16 feet ami shows 
plenty of good ore. A large quantity of 
ore is sacked ready for shipment and 
still, more is on the dump. It is ex- 
pected that the new government Alberni 
road will be iinished by the end of the 
month aud that the shipping of ore will 
start on September 1. 

The Mountain Rose was alBO visited 
and ia reported to he looking well. The 
tunnel iain 180 feet to tap the ledge and 
cuts it 150 feet below the original crop- 
ping. A three foot ledge of excellent ore, 
which looks well and i;-j clearly defined, 
ia shown. 

A shipment of ore from the Champion 
claim, which adjoiifs tho Alberni Con- 
solidated, ia shortly to be made. 
Filtten tons ol the ore is on the way 
down and i B being sent through the 
Alberni chute and sacked below.— Na- 
uaimo Free Frees.

a Gnirio That Was Too Hot Even For ttie 
Doughty Kalakmiii. 

King Kalakauu was a lover of tlio fas- 
••Inating gamo of drawpoker and is said 
to liuvo lieen an adept and qui to proud 
uf his knowledge of tho game.

SHAUGHNESSY AT R0SSLAM>. 

Vice President of the C.P.R Explains to the 
Mine Owners His Company's 
Policy. 

An important meeting of mining and 
business men was held at Rosssland 
with Vice-President Shaughnesey of the 
C.P.R. on Tuesday evening, at which 
the chairman, A. S. McMillan, explain- 
ed that the crying need of the camp was 
better transportation facilities to some 
suitable smelting point on the Columbia 
river. Thore was a general belief that 
the C.P.R. waa in a position to meet the 
requirement of the camp in this respect. 
He said he thought the mine owners 
should havo a freight and treatment 
rate of not to exceed $7 per ton. He 
thought the ore should be carried to the 
smelter for 50 cents a ton. Low rates 
for transportation and treatment were 
necessary to make available the low 
grade ores of '.he camp. He then quoted 
from the memorial issued last week by 
the citizens of Roesland on the subject 
of an export duty on ore aa to the ton- 
nage of the camp under favorable con- 
ditions, showing it would be possible to 
produce 2,500 tons a day. 

Several mine owners made short 
speeches on the subject, and then Mr. 
Sbaugneasy stated the position of the C. 

R. As reported in the Roesland Min- 
er, the following is the gist of what he 
said : 

Mr. Heinze had come to him in Mon- 
treal last winter and aeked if the C. P. 
R. would object if he built a road up to 
Robson. He eaid the C. P. R. would 
not object, but that Rossland was in 0. 
P. R. territory and that the company 
would not allow anything to stand in 
the way of its making such rates to 
Rossland in the future as it might think 
best. 

" The C.P.R. is a powerful company," 
he continued, " and we do not want to 
come in and crueh Mr. Heinze. At the 
same time I will say to you wo are going 
to see that Rossland ores are Bmelted in 
British Columbia. I hoped to meet Mr. 
Heinze here and haVe an understanding 
with him. I cannot now make any de- 
finite announcement, but my mind is 
made up as to some things, anil when I 
get back home and see our directors 1 
think we shall be able to say something, 
and that something will be satisfactory 
to Rossland." (Great applause.) 

Mr. ShaugnesBy then went into the 
question of fuel Bupply. He thought 
Robson would be the smelting point for 
the Rossland camp and he thought he 
could promise that the Crow'a JTest line 
would be completed to Robson by Sep- 
tember 1, 189S, and that, coke could be 
laid down at Robson at $5 or $5.50 per 
ton. This last statement was received 
with much enthusiasm. 

Mr. Shaugnessy's speech waa accept- 
ed as a satisfactory assurance that the 
C.P.R. means to come into Roseland.

A great deal of the difficulty and dis- 
comfort of landing passengers and freight 
at Skagway will soon pass away, says the 
Seattle Times, if the report brought 
down by the City of Topeka tbia morn- 
ing ia true. Au enormous wharf, with 
warehouse and other terminal property 
is to be conatructod there at once by the 
Skagway Wharf and Improvement Com- 
pany, an organization of Juneau busi- 
ness men and capitalists. Already the 
start has been made and by this time 
Webster & Jorgenson's big piledriver 
will bo at work on the piling of the 
wharf. The piledriver waa towed over 
by the tug Lucy. 

The plana for the wharf and terminal 
property include an approach 1,000 feet 
iii length, which will extend the wharf 
'ar enough into the bay that the 
largest vessels can load without 
t. juble at any stage of the tide. 
The piling contract haa been let to Pur- 
via of Douglas island, and the steamer 
Yukon ia taking ft tow of piles to Skag- 
way. The outfit taken on the Yukon in- 
cludes a complete logging outfit and a 
number of practical loggers. Additional 
pileB needed can be secured from timber 
on tbe shore of the bay. It will be six 
or Beven weeks before the wharf will be 
completed, owing to Ub being built in a 
very solid and substantial fashion. 

Ever since the rush to Alaska com- 
menced a veiy disagreeable feature of 
the overland route was the lack of dock- 
ing facilities at Skagway. The only way 
of unloading freight from tbe larger 
steamers was in tho steamer's boats or 
on the barges and scows. A charge 
of $2 per ton for unloading was 
made, and the goods dumped on 
shore in a horrible fasluon. The barges 
are so heavily loaded at times that the 
waves beat over them, causing consider- 
able damage to goods. The worst fea- 
ture of unloading with barges is that a 
man'B goods get very much scattered, 
and it is a three or four days job to gath- 
er the outfit together. The horses are 
unloaded by dumping them over the side 
of the vessel and making them swim 
ashore. It takes several days to unload 
a vessel in this, way, when it could be 
done in a very short time were there a 
dock. A small charge will be made for 
wharfage by tbe Juneau company. Oth- 
er improvements besides the wharf are 
contemplated. 

THEIR CATTLE STRAYED AWAY. 

A Victorian on the Chilcat Trail Relates 
His and His Party's Experience. 

A letter from John Frank, of the 
Heaney-Cameron-Frank party— which 
left Victoria by theAl-ki on the 18th c' 
July last with 51 head of cattle and 15 
horses for Dawson City — has just been 
received and contains some interesting 
news. It is dated from Clackman, 25 
miles up the Chilcat river, to which 
point the party had progressed at the 
beginning of the present month 

After relating some of the difficulties 
in starting out from Skagway, in the 
way of breaking in the horses to the car- 
rying of packa, the letter speaks of the 
trouble of the Indian packers in gettini: 
up the Chilcat owing to the swiftnesa of 
the river. Continuing, the writer says: 

"Packing horses is the hardest life I 
have had any experience of. I knew it 
would be hard, but the reality of it is 
harder than the worst imagination. I 
hope it will be easier after reaching this 
point. " 

Other extracts from the letter read ; 

" The scenery up here is grand. On 
each side of tho river is a great range of 
mountains. On the lowest the snow has 
melted away ; on the highest i; still re- 
mains. A glacier is to be seen at one 
point of vision. 

"The Indians up here are the Clin- 
hets. Theycome up to this point to fish 



and then move down to Chilcat. Chief 1 awful ; the Bides of my face are raw, and 



Kodawat, who brought up our Btuff. is a 
Presbyterian. On the mountain side is 
the gravo of a medicine man decorated 
in Indian painting. 

" Since writing the above," says an 
extract dated a day later, " we have had 
lots of trouble. I came down in a canoe 
with a white man and guide to get the 
stock over tbo river, and had to come 
back the whole way to the old camp. 
The cause of the delay was the cattle 
straying into the btiHh where some of 
them got lost, The cattle are wild aud 
will not drive in small lots. One rainy 
day after searching tho bushes I waB aa 
wet as if drawn through a mill pond aud 
I had to sleep in wet blanket. 

" The weather at Clackman io fine 
Wo sold our cattle which Btrayed to a 
man living in the district so that they 
will not be a total loss. I asked a chap 
belonging to another outfit if he went 
hungry in this country. He replied : 
' Hungry? Why that is my normal con- 
dition all the time.' This is exactly my 
state '

A SUMPTUOUS BILL OF FARE. 

One Victorian Partakes of a Meal, Dreams 
of It and Loses His Appetite. 

Charles Phillips, of this city, who is 
one of tho3e on their way to the Yukon, 
says in a letter home: 
" I have been over the trail 25 miles, 
nd she is a tough one. I had dinner 
ast night with Hamburger. I dreamt 
of it last night, so I could not eat any 
breakfast. We had rice pudding, raisin 
cake covered over with chocolate, ear 
dines, and pork and beaua. 

" There are people turning back every 
day, Belling outfits. It is n tough job 
you have to go up mountains, down 
them, switch back over mud holes up 
to your waist, and then over rocks. We 
had to pay $150 a piece for horses and 
threo cents a pound for hay. It costB 
$20 for two sacks of oats and two bales 
of hav. 

"Henderson, of the Transfer Com- 
pany, who ib here, is pretty sick of it 
Anderson and Petrie are still on the 
trail. It takes about six weeks to get to 
the lakeB. People coming up should 
bring horses, as you cannot get along 
without them. Boats are useless, aaalso 
are carts. They charge one cent a pound 
for freighting over the river, but we 
built a bridge. It rains all the time, 
met young Baker, and he told me he had 
sold out and was going to Skagway to 
work. The Dyea trail ia no good ; people 
have been there for six weeks unable to 
get out. Correspondents of the Chicago 
Times-Herald and the World are here to 
write up the scenes." 

" I thought you might be anxious to 
hear how we are getting along," obaerves 

D. Carmody in a letter to Mr. George 
Riley. Then he proceeds to relieve the 
anxiety with comprehensive details of 
the march into the wilderness. 

" We are still at it night and day and 
barring BicknesB or unforseen accidents 
or misadventures we will get through 
about thirty-live days. . . . There 
are now about 3,000 people here, and at 
a low estimate five hundred tons of pro 
visions. If it all got over to the lakes it 
would take 1,000 boats to carry it. But 
I can assure you not 10 per cent, will 
reach their destination, while only about 
50 per cent, will get so far as the sum- 
mit. 

"We will be the first party to the 
lake if we have no drawback — that is, 
we will be the first party to get all its 
goods over. We have gone by all the 
Islander's parties, and passed some that 
have been here thirty pays. The first 
day we got up to the first mountain, and 
found the trail blocked for two miles. 
One-half of the distance was covered 
with horses, mules and burros — all 
down. Some had broken legs, others 
broken ribs, each and all something the 
matter with them. 

" Since that we get up at two and have 
breakfast, so that we are all fitted out 
and away by four. We have the moun- 
tains all to ourselves, and after ad- 
vancing about ten miles we make a 
cache, in this way not losing any time. 

" At present this place is just like a 
city, only all the buildingB are of can- 
vas. It haa itB IClondyke Btreets, Klon- 
dike restaurants, Klondyko saloons and 
Klondyke dance houeeB. Everything 
goes, and every lot is staked otf for four 
miles up the river aud selling at from 
$25 to $500. 

" We are now within eight miles of the 
summit, and on both sides of the trail as 
far as the eye reaches you can see horses 
lying dead, in all shapes and in all 
places. Some of them have slid over the 
dill's and down 200 or 300 feet, but got 
up all right. Only it is impossible for 
their owners to get them up to the trail 
aaain. Goods, too, are strung all along 
the trail for ten miles, wet and spoiling. 
Some of the Seattle people have already 
decided not to go further. Xo man that 
ia not a practical miner or woodsman haH 
a chance to get in. Our party are get- 
ting tough and dirty — pretty hard look- 
ing rascals to a man — but we are getting 
there to beat the band, and that is the 
main thing." 

PIONEERS OF THEIR PARTY. 

E. \V. Wilson Tells of His Adventures on 

the Road to Lake Bennett. 

Among the Victorians who are bound 
to get through before the ice seals the 
rivers is E. W. Wilson, of San Juan 
avenue, who in company with Dune Mo 
Orimmon, left Skagway late in July and 
by the tenth of the present month had 
succeeded in making Lake Bennett. 

" We started, ten of us, five days ago, 
to get out lumber for our boats," he sayB 
in writing to Mrs. Wilson from the lake 
" In one day we cut 170 logs, which will 
make 10,000 feet of lumber. Then we 
mado horses of ourselves and brought 
them to the banks of the river and 
dumped them in. That was two days' 
work, and it took two more to drive 
them to the mill. It is a very rough and 
swift stream, full of canyons and falls. 
Many a place I was working where the 
least Btep amiss and I would have been 
in Davy Jones' locker, but I was careful. 

" We had just finished last night when 
the rest of the boya came over from 
Skagway and brought some provisions. 
I have so much to write. J have only 
two one-cent stamps to my name, and in 
Skagway they Bay stamps are worth one 
dollar apiece. I did not bring anything 
over here with me except what I have 
on iny back, so I'm in a bad fix. I've 
lost 20 pounds. 

I have had the Bame clothes on till to- 
day that I had on when I left, and to- 
day you would have laughed if you could 
have Eeen me astraddle of a log on the 
lake washing my clothes. I made a 
good job of it, and have them out to drv 
now. The clothes were dirty, and I had 
a bath too. The skeeters are simply 



my wriBts are all swollen up where they 
bite me. Still, I'm happy. 

" The boys are now building our boat. 
It ia a scow, 20 feet long on the bottom 
and 25 feet on top ; 5 feet wide in bot- 
tom and 7 feet wide on top, and 30 
inchesdeep. We will have three tons of 
supplies and eight men in that. It is 30 
miles from here to Skagway; I think I 
will go back to-morrow and try and 
hurry our outfit over a bit." 

When Wilson next took time to put 
his experiences on paper he was back at 
Skagway, and said : 

" I started from the middle of the lake 
at 5 in the morning and did not get in 
till last night, but I met so many on the 
trail that I know I wasted a good deal of 
time. I had nothing to eat all day. . 

. . . . There were four men came 
through here from the Yukon. They 
carried $20,008 in gold with them. I saw 
Borne of the nuggets. They came out for 
outfitB and eo back this fall. 

" This has been a splendid day. The 
Willamette came in laBt night with 900 
passengers ; 700 stayed here. They esti- 
mate there are 3,000 men here, and not 
one-tenth of them will get over. Com- 
ing over the trail yesterday I aaw hun- 
dreds of men almoBt heartbroken, pack- 
ing big loads on their backs. The trail 
is in a fearful condition, almost knee 
deep in mud. Our camp is in tbe centre 
of the town. The lot it is on is taken up 
and was sold some time ago for $150. 
Right acrosB the street ia a muBic hall, 
and the violin and piano, going night 
and day, almqst drive us crazy. 

" It iB very warm to-day," this being 
written on the 15th inst. "We have 
given a contract to get our outtitB over ; 
as yet we have only 700 pounds over and 
our boat on Lake Bennett. To-morrow 
morning we start over the trail with our 
pack train to look after our goods. If 
we have good luck we expect to have it 
all over in about 18 days. Someone stole 
Borne of our bacon last night, and 
one of us will have to sit up 
and keep watch now every night. 
The committee say if anyone ib 
caught stealing he will hane to the first 
tree. I bought my supper the other 
night. It cost me 50 centB. Eggs are 
but 40 cents a dozen. George Rice 
bought a litter of pups here for $200. 
They look very pretty in the pen. He 
will make a dog team of them for sleigh- 
ing in the winter." 

THE M'UREGOR PARTY. 

Nanaimo's School Teacher and His Part- 
ners at the Summit of Dyea Pass. 

J. C. McGregor, the Nanaimo school 
teacher and professional bicyclist, was 
with his companions at the head, or ra- 
ther the summit of Dyea Pass on the 
12th of the present month. From there 
he took the opportunity to write home, 
his letter giving the news that they had 
about a ton of their stuff up with them 
and expected to push on for the lakes 
and reach them in less than a week. 

According to the Free Press, M. Hub- 
bard, Walter Miles and tbe rest of their 
party, from Nanaimo, were ahead of the 
McGregor party, on account of having 
had a pack train. A large number of 
other parties were camped near the sum- 
mit. Their party was pretty snre of get- 
ting through all right, but there were 
lots of others who were afraid they would 
not get over this fall, and it waa too late 
for anyone to get in who expected to 
leave civilization now, as the winter 
would cloae in shortly. 

" ISLANDER " AND " BRISTOL." 

The Two Big Northern Boats Are Now 
Hourly Expected to Arrive. 

Three very important steamers are 
now hourly expected, each of which will 
bring late intelligence from the golden 
land of the north. The most interesting 
of the trio is of course the St. Michael's 
steamer Portland, which, however, will 
come down the outside passage and goto 
Seattle direct. The Islander and Bristol 
take the usual inside course and come 
direct to Victoria. 

To-day there should be quite a fleet in 
the northern service in port, for bssides 
the Islander and Bristol, the Willamette 
and City of Topeka are to call on their 
way to Skagway and Juneau from the 
cities of Puget Sound. The objectjof the 
Willamette's vieit is to load the freight 
left behind by the tjueen on her last up 
trip. She will also receive here several 
passengers, among them H. E. Cutler, 
N. Blair and J, S. Pears. 

Dodwill, Carlill A Co. are sending the 
steamer City of Seattle North on Tuts 
day next, by which time the City of 
Kingston, it ia expected, will have re 
turned from Skagwav to resume service 
on her old route. When the ship gets 
on her old route, which will probably be 
Monday, she will run on a new 
schedule. Instead of laying over 
Monday she will in future make Sunday 
her lay over day. Her regular hour of 
departure from here will be 8 a.m.
